the coach, the plush with which the car seats are covered 
and the hair with which they are stuffed is treated to a fire- 
proofing process, whilst the floors are cement, thus rendering 
the coach at once practically indestructible and thorough!}' 
fireproof. It is built like a battleship. 


The new coach is longer than the standard car general- 


ly in use on the railroads of this country, and has a comfort- 
able seating capacity of sixty to ninety people according to 
the style of the coach. 


The unusual weight of the coaches give to them a 


solidity that greatly increases the comfort of the passenger. 


The seats are adjusted to a more convenient space and 


angle, the coaches are all lighted with electricity and amply 
ventilated in winter as well as summer by new and thor- 
oughly tested methods. 


The interior finish of the coach is plain though pleasing- 


-to the eye. The absence of ornamentation enhances the idea 
of strength and at the same time assures absolute cleanliness 
and thorough sanitation. 


Steel cars are now in use on the principal trains be-

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HOW I KILLED

N 1657 I was barely eleven -when 


I shot my first Indian. He was a 
chief. 
I knew that from his 


headdress. 
His name I never 


learned. Here is the story: 


aty parents, with their seven chil- 


dren, had moved from Iowa to Kan- 
sas three years eaiiler. 
My father 


had taken up a claim hi Salt Creek 
valley and built a comfortable home. 
But he was not to enjoy tho good days 
that seemed to be dawnifcg for us. 


Kansas just .then was torn by the 


slavery feud, and In the bitter strife of 
the time my father, after making an 
antislavery speech at a nearby post 
trader's store, was mobbed and his 
life~thr*atened. On this occasion one 
•of my father's Irate audience—a man, 
Charles Dunne by name—stabbed my 
loved parent in the side. At the time 
of the attack I stood unarmed over 
my wounded father's body and tried 
with childish strength to fight off his 
.assailant; but, though he escaped with 
life in him from the place where he 
•was assaulted, he subsequently suc- 
cumbed to his injuries, and in the fol- 
lowing spring he died. This calamity 
•deprived my. mother and our family 
•of a worthy and esteemed head of the 
household, his death being an incident 
in the horrid Internecine strife that 
•eventuated in the tragedies of the civil 
war. I was then ten years old. 


I could ride any horse alive. I had a 


iriack of shooting straight, and I knew 
.something about herding cattle. 
1 


thought these qualities might earn me 
a living. They did. 


A firm of overland freighters—Rus- 
sell, Majors & Waddell—were at Leav- 
«nworth. One of them, Mr. Majors, 
had been a friend of my father, I 
asked him for a job as "extra" on one 
of his wagon-trains. The pay was $40 
a. month—a fortune it seemed to me 
then. The work was the sort usually 
intrusted to a grown man, and it 
meant not only perpetual hustling, but 
a lot of danger as well, for the plains 
In those days were anything but free 
:from Indians. 
This latter thought 


frightened even my brave 
mother. 


Boylike, I was delighted at the idea. 


Mr, Majors said he would take me 


•on as extra for one trip. If I did 
well I could have a regular job. I re- 
solved to do miracles as an extra. 
The "train" was made up of twenty- 
five loaded wagons, each 
carrying 


7,000 pounds, each drawn by six yoke 
of oxen and guided by* "bullwhack- 
«r," a driver with a long, loud cracking 
whip. Then there was a bunch of 
loose cattle. 
On this occasion the 


train was made up of only three 
wagons, and we were driving a large 
herd of beef cattle to Fort Kearny for 
the use of Colonel Albert Sydney John- 
ston and his command, who were on 
their way to Salt Lake to fight the 
Mormons. I was only one of several 
*xtras. Though we always s?et guard, 
no Indians had appeared. 


One noon, however, when we stopped 


lor dinner and were loafing about on 
the grass waiting for the pot to boil 
we heard a scathing volley of shots 
from a copse. Some bullets and a 
dozen or more arrows whistled into 
camp. Everybody had jumped up at 
the first shot. But three of our men 
tumbled over at once, as If they had 
"been tripped iip. Then a number of 
things happened almost too quickly to 
describe. 


Two bands of Indians were gallop- 


ing toward us. One band stampeded 
and ran off our cattle, while the other 
•"rushed" us. Our men gave them a 
warm welcome and sent them back on 
the run. But the fight was not over. 
The "braves" only cantered out of 
range. There they were joined by oth- 
ers. 
They outnumbered us eight or 


ten to one. We could not hope to 
stand against such a multitude. We 
bolted for the South Platte river with 
the savages "at our heels and found 
shelter behind the steep banks. From 
there we opened fire again and drove 
the following redskins once more out 
of range. 


Frank McCarthy, our boss, said our 


one chance was to follow the Platte 
river to Fort Kearny, keeping out of 
sight under its banks. So the thirty- 
five mile march b^gan through knee 
deep water and quicksand. Half a day 
we kept it up. I vrns dead tired, but it 
was no time for rest or complaining 
Just the same, by nightfall my short 
legs wouldn't keep up with the proces- 
sion. I dropped back, little by little, 
still plodding on as fast as my aching 
feet could move. We thought we had 
given the Indians the slip, but I still 
lugged my short, heavy rifle. It was 
a muzzle loading "Mississippi Jaeger" 
and carried a slug and two buckshot 
to each charge. 


The moon had risen, and I was try- 


ing to catch up with the rest Sudden- 
ly, in front of me and at the top of the 
high bank, I saw against the moon the 
head and high war bonnet of an In- 
dian chief. He was bent double. The 
men ahead could not see him, but he 
had bis gun leveled at them. I knew 
it he fired he could scarcely miss at 
that range. Some one of my friends 
must be killed. I had halted at sight 
Of him, and he didn't see me. I had 
no time to think out the situation. 


I brought up my rifle and took what 


aim I could In the deceptive moon- 
light. When my sights were Just 
below the war bonnet's feathers I 


pulled the trigger. The stillness of the 
rlyer waa split by a roar as the report 
echoed from bank to bank. Down tum- 
bled the chief over the edge, roiling 
over and over like a shot rabbit till he 
landed plump in the water. 


A yell from the band he had led, and 


a score of Indians swarmed up to the 
bank. But our men drove them back, 
and they gave up the attack as a bad 
job. At dawn we limped worn out into 
Fort Kearny. The soldiers there start- 
ed on a wild goose chase for the In- 
dians. They were never caught. The 
slashed, scalped bodies of our dead 
were found beside the wrecked, looted 
wagons. 


When I was thirteen my mother was 


building a hotel for the use of passing 
gold hunters, for this wiis Hte in 1S39, 
when the gold fever swept America 
and all roads led to Pike's peak. Our 
Salt Creek valley home lay on one of 
the most traveled routes. 


Hotel building and furnishing are 


not on the free list. So I wanted to 
help raise money for our Valley Grove 
House. With an older boy named 
Dave Phillips I planned a trapping 
trip. Winter was setting in when we 
started. 


We bought an ox team and wagon 


to transport the traps, camp outfit and 
provisions and took a large supply of 
ammunition, besides extra rifles. Our 
destination was the Republican river. 
It courses more than 150 miles from 
Leavenworth, but the country about it 
was reputed rich in beaver. I acted as 
scout on the journey, going ahead to 
pick ont trails, locate camping grounds 
and look out for breakers. The infor- 
mation concerning the beaver proved 
correct. The game was indeed so plen- 
tiful that we concluded to pitch a per- 
manent camp and see the winter out. 


We chose a hollow in a side hill and 


enlarged it to the dimensions of a de- 
cent sized room. 


We bad seen no Indians on our trip 


out and were not concerned In that 
quarter, _though we were too good 
plainsmen 
to relax 
our 
vigilance. 


There were other foes, as we discov- 
ered the first night in our new quar- 
ters. 


We were aroused by a commotion 


in the corral where the oxen were 
confined, and, hurrying out with our 
rifles, we found a huge bear intent 
upon a feast of beef. The oxen were 
bellowing in terror, one of them dash- 
ing crazily about the inclosure and 
the other so badly hurt that it could 
not get up. 


Phillips, who was in the lead, fired 


first, but succeeded only in wounding 
the bear. Pain was now added to the 
savagery of hunger, and the infuriated 
monster rushed upon Phillips. Dave 
leaped back, but his foot slipped on a 
bit of ice, and he went down with a 
thud, his rifle flying from his hand as 
he struck.

Amoy, China, Nov. 2, 1908. 


Editor Gazette: 
I promised a let- 


ter from this port before sailing, 
and I must be as good as my word. 
I cannot say that I don't know what 
to write about for that would not be 
true, I could write day in and day out 
about these people in the far east. 
The first thing of any importance 
that I've seen is "The Rolling Stone." 
It is quite large and stands on a point 
of the rock. 
I stood beside it and 


pushed it, and you would think it 
was falling over, but all it did was 
roll backward and forward. 


Of course, we could not go up in 


the city of Amoy or Kulangsoo but 
were confined in the entertainment 
grounds 
on 
account of 
sickness 


among the people. On these grounds 
are buildings made of bamboo and 
grass and beautifully decorated with 
lanterns and flags. In each building 
are about 50 tables and at one end 
'is the saloon where drink is free, 
'i he mam drink is beer and there is 
no limit, its a case of drink till you 
can't drink any more. The Y. M. 0. 
A. takes up some space there and you 
can be supplied with Chinese money 
in exchange for ours, also stamps and 
post cards can be bought. 


On going out of their building a 


Chink hands you two packs of cigar- 
ettes from Cairo and a roll of cigars 
(five in a roll) and then you are hus- 
tled by a native coolie into a glass 
cage. 
This cage, as I call it, is built 


like a block house with a long bam- 
boo rod running on each side about 
four feet fore and aft of the cage, 
and is carried by two coolies. Well, 
I crawled in and soon I was in the 
curio building. I saw all their gods 
and other idols, and I was ready then 
for the "Chow House," as they call it, 
where I could get a good Chinese 
supper given in honor of the fleet. I 
got a rickshaw this time and felt 
more at home riding in something 
that had wheels, as that was our 
main way of traveling in Yokohama, 
Japan. 
I reached the Chow House at 


6:45 p. m. and watched the maneu- 
vers of the chink waiters who were 
running around and chattering like a 
bunch of monkeys; soon a gong 
sounded and I was ushered to a seat 
and began to eat a supper that not 
only looked funny, but was funny, 
especially the names.

After eating these odd dishes it 


was about 8 p. m. so I went to the 
theater for 15 minutes but I soon left 
there as I couldn't make head nor 
tail of the play. It was getting near 
9 o'clock and I returned to my ?7,- 
000,000 home to get a good night's 
sleep. The next day \vc put 900 tons 
of coal aboard, taking from six in tha 
morning until five in the evening. 
Tuesday, November 3, we have Dress 
Ship and Wednesday, November 4, 
we get under way for Manila, P. I., 
where we will join the rest of the 
fleet and have target practice, coal 
up, and leave on December 1 for our 
homeward bound trip, and we are al! 
anxious to see the United States 
again.

That the Best Results May 


Be Obtained. 


After the germination test is over 
all ears that show less than full ger- 
mination of vigorous sprouts should 
be thrown out. This leaves us with 
all 100 per cen,t. ears to make the 
final selection for the field and the 
breeding patch. 


The breeding patch is better, of 


course, by itself but where this is 
not practicable a corner of the field, 
the best corner, blocked off about 
square, ought to be used. 
In this 


corner should be planted seed from 
the very best ears only. 
There is 


not room in this article, however, to 
discuss the breeding plat so it must 
be taken up later. 


There still remain several prob- 
lems to be worked out. Other 
things being equal as we have shown 
before, the ear with the larger cir 
cumference is the better ear to 
plant. 
That is, of two ears having 


the same length and making 
th< 
same record on other corn points, i 
both will shell out the proportion of 
corn to cob, the thicker ear is the 
better. 
It takes less of them to 
make a bushel, so that the total of 
the field of such thicker ears wil; 
make more bushels than of the thin-

ing about the premises during the 
day. 


There are some preliminaries still 
to be settled, however, before -we get 
to actually shelling and weighing 
out the separate ears. 
We come 


now to an examination of the grain 
itself, to get at its habit of packing 
close on the cob and the size of the 
heart and tip to find out the feeding 
value, and as bearing on its vitality. 
Several grains from near the center 
of the ear should be taken; lay side 
by side opposite each ear these sev- 
eral grains, and make a careful, 
comparative study of tips and hearts 
and shape of grain. 


It Is evident that a clean wedge 
shape will pack in the most grain, 
and that a corn that rounds too 
much at the center of the grain loses 
both in the furrows at crown and tip. 
If the wedge shape is too pointed it 
will be at the expense of the heart 
and tip. 
That would be bad. 
Hold 
the kernels sidewise and see if the 
tips are almost or quite as thick 
through as the crowns of the kernel, 
or if the tips run- rather to a knife- 
blade shape. 
Cut grains lengthwise 
through the center of the heart and 
examine the cross-section to see how 
deep the oily part is and how long. 
Here is a statement of the feeding 


value of the several parts of the 
grain, viz: 
Heart (tip and germ 


cell, oily part), feeding value, 60 
per 
cent.; 
waste, 
34 per 
cent. 
Floury (white) part, feeding value, 
9.2 per cent.; wasfe, 90.8 per cent. 
Hard, horny part (outside shell), 
feeding 
value, 
12.55 
per 
cent.; 
waste, 87.45 per cent. 


Select for the field the ears hav- 
ing the best shaped kernels, showing 
the fullest hearts and tips; such 
grains, as will be seen from the fore- 
going statement, are the quality of 
corn that is wanted. 
The variation j 


of feeding value in corn that I have i 
examined in the cribs around here is 
hard to believe. 
I have examined 
two kinds of corn at the same time 
and in the same crib, one of which I! 
feel confident would, on analysis, | 
show fully 50 per cent, higher feed-! 
ing value than the other. 
! 


After examining the grains to find | 


which offer the best form and high- 
est 
feeding value, 
measure 
the 
length of the grains. 
A very con- 


venient device lor this work is made 
from a piece of cigar box lid with, a 
scale running to sixteenths of an 
inch. 
The point opposite which the 


tip comes on the scales shows length 
of grain, .liter a very little practice 
it will be found that, with the cir- 
cumference known and the length of 
the grains, you can pick the ears 
that will run best in proportion of 
corn to cob without weighing, dis- 
carding the ears that clearly will run 
too low. 


In the matter of proportion of 
corn to cob, however, a number of 
elements enter in and all should be 
kept in mind in making this most 
important selection. The weight and 
depth of kernel, size of cob, matur- 
ity of the particular ear, furrows, 
space between grains at tips on cob 
—all these things have their bearing 
on the proportion ot corn and cob. 


The requirement to prevent the 
ears from actually losing points is 
not less than GO.2 pounds of corn in 
a bushel of 70 pounds; 86 per cent. 
corn and 14 per cent cob. A loss 
for each per cent. (7 pounds of corn 
in 70 pound bushel) would cost the 
corn 1.5 points in a competitive 
test. 


To find out about a particular ear 
weigh the ear, then shell it and 
weigh the shelled corn. 
Multiply 


the quantity of shelled corn by 70 
and divide by the total weight of the 
ear; the result being the pounds of 
corn in a 70 pound bushel. 
Thus: 


suppose the ear weighs 14 ounces, 
and the shelled corn 12 ounces; 12 
ounce times 70 equals 840 ounces; 
840 divided by 14 equals GO, the 
pounds of corn to the bushel. 


For the breeding patch, however, 


it would be wise to set aside not only 
the best ears but actually weigh 
them and the shelled corn and then 
use the cars that show the best. The 
added yields of later years will more 
than pay for this extra work.

HOMEMADE CANDY 


Pralines—Boil together two cup- 


fuls of brown sugar and a half cupful 


- of water and" vinegar mixed. JWhen 
it threads from, a fork, stir in all the 
hickory nuts the syrup will hold. 
The moment it begins to sugar stop 
stirring, remove from the fire. and 
shake about to separate the nut ker- 
nels. 


Butternut Taffy—This 
is 
made 


with maple sugar heated in an enam- 
eled saucepan with a pint of cream 
and two pounds of sugar. Boil over 
a slow fire till it forms a soft ball in 
water, then remove, add one cupful 
of chopped butternut meats and stir 
slowly until the mixture cools and be- 
gins to thicken. Pour it into shallow 
buttered pans, score in squares and 
place a butternut kernel on each 


. square. When cold break the squares 
apart. 


Cocoanut Bars—Place in the ket- 


tle one cup of maple syrup and a 
tablespoonful of butter. When it be- 
gins to boil, add grated cocoanut and 
stir until the candy will harden when 
dipped in cold water. 
Now pour out 


upon a well-buttered slab or platter 
and when cool enough, .cut into 
squares and wrap in paraffine paper. 


Peanut Blocks—Take two cups of 


molasses, one cup brown sugar, one 
tablespoonful of butter and one of 
vinegar- 
Put all together and boil. 


Test as directed above and* when 
done pour over the peanuts. 
The 


nuts should be ready before the candy 
is made. 
Crack them, rub off the 


brown skins, and spread the nuts up- 
on a large plate which must be well 
buttered. 
Cut into blocks while 


warm. 


Walnut Candy—Two cups granu- 


lated sugar, one-half cup corn syrup, 
one-half cup water. Cook until syrup 
forms a soft ball in cold water. Add 
slowly the whites of two eggs whip- 
ped to a stiff froth. Beat ingredients 
until just stiff enough to pour. Add 
one cup chopped English walnuts, 
stir and pour quickly on to buttered 
platter.

HE first American negro who 


achieved a wide fame 
was 


Frederick Douglass. 
Born a 


slave at a place in Maryland 


bearing the odfl name of Tuckahoe, the 
name first conferred upon him was 
Frederick Augustus Washington Bai- 
ley, 
truly an ab'undance for a picka- 


ninny with apparently BO prospects in 
life other than those of a bondman 
serving a master. 
But Frederick Au- 


gustus Washington was different from 
the ordinary piefca*i**y. Nature had 
conferred upon him a large head con- 
taining gray matter which could not 
be kept behind in life's raee by the 
handicap of a dark skm. When Fred- 
erick was a smaH boy he was sent to 
Baltimore to work in a shipyard. 
There he managed to get a little 
schooling. 


Not always is a little learning a dan- 


gerous thing, though in Frederick's 
case it did prove dangerous to his own- 
er from a commercial point ot view. 
Healthy, hefty slaves in those "days 
were worth a matter of a thousand dol- 
lars apiece. The little book learning 
acquired by the slave boy put into his 
head the determination to become free. 
He escaped in the disguise of a sailor 
and made his way to Massachusetts, 
where he read and studied to such ad- 
vantage that wbea Me reached the age 
of twenty-four he was able to deliver 
a,lecture at an antisiavery convention 
hi Nantueket which brought him an In- 
vitation to go to England and deliver 
lectures on the slavery problem in 
America. He had changed his name 
to Douglass when he ran away. 


In England Douglass raised $1,250, 


with which he formally purchased his 
freedom 
from his southern owner. 


Then he settled in Rochester, N. T., 
and became widely known as a jour- 
nalist and orator. His paper, the North 
Star, later changed in title to Frederick 
Douglass' Paper, pleaded for many 
years the cause of the slave. Doug- 
lass had three sons in the Union ar- 
mies. He was a presidential elector in 
1872, United States marshal and re- 
corder of deeds successively from 187G 
to 18S6 and became minister to Haiti 
In 1891.

HAY "TEA FOR CALVES. 


A Beverage That Keeps the Youngsters 


Exceptionally Healthy. 


After milk, hay tea is a beverage that 


young calves are very fond of, and it 
suits them capitally. The idea of using 
it did not originate with me; 1 learned 
it from an old cow man who was most 
successful in rearing calves, and he 
attributes much of his «aby success to 
the ha.) tea. 


The hay is put into a tank or cask, 


boiling hot water is poured over it and 
the steam is shut in until it cools down. 
It is then stirred, the hay removed 
and the tea. left. 
The liquid seems a 


little thicker than when put in and is 
a rich brown color. It has an agree- 
able aroma and is inviting. It Is not 
given as a substitute for milk, but as 
an addition or when milk is discon- 
tinued and meal takes its place, often 
in a liquid form. 
The meal may be 


mixed with the tea instead of water. 


Calves often show an indifference to 


meal mixed with water, but I never 
found them fastidious with the tea 
blend. When animals are sick and off 
their feed steamed hay is often recom- 
mended as both inviting, soothing and 
nourishing, and if It improves the ail- 
Ing it is, I think, consistent to believe 
it will suit the somewhat delicate or 
tender interior of the calves. I must 
say that when employing the tea 
calves have been exceptionally healthy, 
and scours, which is one of the most 
common as well as. the most trying 
troubles, has given no anxiety. 


I need hardly say the hay used should 


be absolutely sweet. There must be 
no faking with bad hay to make the 
calves believe it is improved in tea 
form, as, however young the calf may 
be, it will quickly learn better than 
that, and one of two things will hap- 
pen—the tea will either be neglected or 
If taken disturbances will follow.—W. 
K. Gilbert. 


Dipping Sheep For Scab. 


In regard to the dipping of sheep 


for scab the South Dakota station 
gives the following rules: Dipping 
should preferably be performed short- 
ly after shearing, dipping all the sheep 
at one time. 
Select a lime and sul- 


phur, tobacco and sulphur or an ap- 
proved coal tar dip. Keep the tempera- 
ture of the vat at from 103 to 105 de- 
grees. Hold each sheep in the dip two 
minutes by the watch. Guessing at the 
time is not reliable. 
Completely 1m- 


merso tho head once. Ten days later 
dip the entire flock a second time. Aft- 
er the second dipping place the flock 
OB. a portion of the farm from which 
they have been excluded for at least 
four weeks previously.

and cleaning almost anything in tin 
or agateware in their kitchen. 


This is a great mistake, as sand- 


soap is injurious to some kinds of 
kitchen ware. 
A bottle of ammonia 


and a bottle of kerosene are very 
useful for cleansing some of the uten- 
sils which will not stand such a stren- 
uous rubbing. 


For instance, if you will put a few 


drops of ammonia in your frying pan 
it will work wonders. 
You can also 


put it in the coffee pot occasionally 
when you are scalding it. 


Galvanized iron and 
agateware 


should be wiped with kerosense, as 
the sandsoap will in time wear away 
the enamel. If you burn your agate- 
ware pan put a teaspoonful of borax 
or washing soda in the pan with hot 
water and boil for fifteen minutes. 


After this the burnt substance can 


be easily removed. 
Never, whatever 


you do, use sandsoap on an enameled 
sink.—New Haven Register.

From the time, when Adam and Eve 


listened to the devil rather than to God 
and by one man sin entered Into the 
world and death by Bin (Rom. v, 12) 
the god of this world, the devil, has 
been blinding people's eyes to the truth 
and to the love of God, always setting 
before them some way which he in- 
sists is better than God's way; hence 
all tho sin of which we read In all the 
Bible story and in the whole history of 
the race 
The alternate lesson for to- 


day tells how even Solomon, so be- 
loved and blessed of God, was turned 
away from Him by the women of 
other nations, and by them and their 
idols his heart was turned away from 
the Lord God of Israel (1 Kings xi. 
4-13; Keh. xiii, 26) 


In all the history of the world there 


has never been but one who always 
resisted the devil and listened only to 
God, 
and of Him we learn as to the 


beginning ef His humanity in our les- 
son today. He was with the Father 
before the world was. By Him and 
for Him were all things created. 
He 


appeared in human form to Abraham, 
to Joshua, to Gideon, to Manoah and 
his wife and to others. He was typi- 
fied in every sacrifice appointed by 
God from the shedding of blood In 
Eden by His own hand to provide re- 
demption clothing for Adam and Eve 
•all the way down to Golgotha. He was 
set apart before the foundation of the 
world, but was manifested hi the full- 
ness of time, made of a woman, made 
under the law, to redeem them that 
were under the law (I Pet. i, 20; Gal. 
Iv, 4, 5). 


Moses and all the prophets wrote of 


Him as the only Redeemer, the Mes- 
siah of Israel, the one to rule the -world 
in peace and righteousness (Luke xxiv, 
27, 44). From the days of Malachi, 
who said, "The Lord whom ye seek 
Bhall suddenly come to His temple" and 
"Behold I will send you Elijah the 
prophet before the coming <ff the great 
and dreadful day of the Lord" (ill, I; 
iv, 5), there had been no further mes- 
sage from heaven for over 300 years. 
But one day while a certain priest was 
officiating before God in the temple an 
angel appeared to him and said that 
through him and his wife the herald of 
the Messiah should come, who would 
go before Him In the spirit and power 
of Elijah, 


Six months' later the same angel, 


Gabriel, was sent from heaven to a 
humble home in Nazareth to a virgin 
called Mary with the most wonderful 
message ever given to a woman in the 
whole history of this world (Luke I, 30- 
33). 
In simple, childlike faith Mary 


listened to the wonderful message and 
said, "Behold the handmaid of the 
Lord; be it unto me according to thy 
word." It had been foretold that the 
Messiah should be born of a virgin and 
thus the word of God be literally ful- 
filled that He should be the "seed of 
woman;" also that He should be born 
in Bethlehem of Judea (Isa vii. 14): 
Gen. 
ill. 13; Mie. v, 2). In our lesson 


we see God. who watches ovpr His 
word to perform it (Jcr i. 12, II V.). 
bringing all things to pass just ns Ho 
had said. 
A decree from the world 


ruler, who knew not God, caused V ^ 
to be in Bethlehem at this particular 
time, and while there she brought forth 
her firstborn son in a lowly place 
among cattle and used a manger as His 
cradle (verses 7, 12, 1C), for there was 
no room for them in the inn. He came 
from the glory of heaven. His Father's 
home, the holy angels and the great 
company of the redeemed, and there 
was no welcome for Him on earth ex- 
cept from His mother and Joseph, and 
those few shepherds, and Simeon and 
Anna, and those wise men from the 
east, and a few others. But all heaven 
was interested. An angel came with 
his glory of heavenly light and told 
these shepherds of the great event; 
then a multitude of angels praised God 
in these words: "Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will 
toward men" (verse 14). Then the an- 
gels returned to heaven, and the shep- 
herds went and found it just as the 
angels had said 


To this dav how little interest is tak- 


en on the LMrth in hea\euly things, 
the 3:001 ot this world leading his fol- 
lowers to cry, "Let us alone," but God 
has always held a few like the shep- 
herds and the others, whose hearts are 
with Him by His grace. Notwithstand- 
ing all hindrances, the child who was 
born of Mary shall yet reign over the 
house of Jacob and over all the earth 
In righteousness, and His church shall 
reign -with Him. Note the angel's "fear 
nots" (i, 13, 30; ii, 10) to the Lord's 
people and study the words from Gen. 
JEV, 1, to Rev. 1,17, and if a child of God 
appropriate them, for God does not 
give a spirit of fear (II Tim. I, 7). The 
good tidings of great Joy are for all 
people, but what a large proportion of 
the human race have passed away and 
are passing away without hearing the 
good news. "Is it nothing to you?" 


In all His life He glorified God, and by 


His finished work He gives pence to all 
who receive Him. The shepherds did 
not question the angel's message, but 
said, "Let us go and see this thing 
which is come to pass, which the Lord 
hath mado known to us."
